Wonderful Desolation Brought Upon nn 


Uniutpecfclng; and Prosperous Comma* 
nlty—The Roaring Monster 
Sweep* 


Down Upon the Peaceful Village With- 
out a Moment's Notice and Destroy* 
Everything In Its Way—last ot those 
Who L,ott Their Lives. 
LINCOLN, Neb , June 5.—The little town 


of Bradshaw, York county, about sixty 
miles west of this city, which was the 
pride of the line agricultural community 
in which it stood, is now utterly oblit- 
erated from the earth. A terrible sight 
greeted tbe eyes of those who visited the 
rums. Not a building was standing, and 
among the debris the people groped about 
with blanched faces looking for dear ones 
v\-ho hod not been found. About 9 o'clock 
at night a cyclone of unusual forte struck 
the town from the southwest with hardly 
a moment's naming Tbe first notice that 
the people had of its coming was the roar 
of the whirlwind. In a very short time 
after it btrucli the ton u there was not a 
single building left standing. In the ex- 
treme western part of the village a few 
houses are left with a semblnnce of their 
former appearance, but they are without 
windows or doois and their contents weie 
scattered broadcast over the pnuiio. The 
depot building was crushed into kindling- 
wood, and every car standing there was 
wiecked except one that was loaded with 
stock, and which was blown without leav- 
ing the tiuck to York, a distance of nine 
luiles 


A T-tst of the Killed. 


The dead and injured were quickly found 


by the people and a courier was dispatched 
at fljing speed to York for assistance. 
Word VMIB sent to the surrounding towns 
and in a short time the Burlington had 
special trams with physicians an 1 nurses 
speeding to the scene of the wreck from 
this city, Aurora, Seward, and York. By 
the time they had reached the grounds a 
number ot the dead and dying had been 
collected and the physicians began to ex 
amme into the extent of the injuries. The 
killed are. John Miller; child of J Brom- 
Bey; wife and child of Isaac Penner, living 
in the country, child of Mr. Chapin; two 
members of Mr. Shaw's family, living in 
the country; wife and child of Mr. Minke 
and his hucd man. 


Seurrliiug for Tictlma. 


The work has been extended in search- 


ing for results to the surrounding coun- 
try, and southwest of Bradshaw five miles 
it was found that the house of John Scott 
had been directly in the center of the 
storm, and that of his family two children 
were killed. In the immediate vicinity 
also the house of a Russian family had 
been literally demolished and the mother 
and one child were Killed m the wreckage. 
A large number of people in the \icimty 
of the storm bolt are searching yet, and 
other fatalities may be found. Along the 
track of the storm, thrt was a half mile in 
width, trees were uprooted, fences leveled 
and crops utterly ruined. 
Dead stock was 


found in many places, bhotvmg that noth- 
ing living had a chance for escape from 
the furj of the elements 
The length of 


the btorrn was declared by many to be half 
an hour, but it probably did not last over 
ten minutes. 


Tents for the Destitute.
